These figures are for the period

represent “those persons reported 
as without a job, able to work and 
looking for a job.” 
The total of unemploy ed in Spring­ 
field is shown as 1110, out a popula­ 
tion of 57 ,507 . 
In Sedalia 253 are 
returned unemploy ed, out of a pop­ 
ulation of 20,7 9 6 . 
In Hickory county , only four per­ 
sons were reported unemploy ed out 
of a population of 6 432. 
Greene county outside the city 
of Springfield was show'n to have 
87 persons unemploy ed. 
Benton county show'ed 34 unem­ 
ploy ed. 
Polk county reported ex actly 100 
unemploy ed. 
Pettis county , outside the city of 
Sedalia, reported 49 not employ ed.

son, 
James Newberry , have been arrest­ 
ed by local police, upon the re­ 
q uest of the United States secret 
service 
department 
in connection 
with the alleged raising of a ten 
dollar bill. 
James Newberry w’as arrested at 
the old Falstaff Hotel, Third street 
and the M-K-T railroad tracks by 
Officer Grover Thomas, late Wed- 
nes evening and later turned over 
to an agent from the department, 
and Sheriff Clay Groom who return­ 
ed him to Boonville. 
Early this morning the police re­ 
ceived a call from a department 
agent 
asking 
that 
A. 
M. 
New'berry be arrested and gave the 
place 
where 
he 
could 
be 
found. 
Chief of Police J. L. Switzer, Night 
Chief of Police Jack Tindle and 
Officers C. L. Maness and “Pete” 
Kemp went to the residence of Ed­ 
gar Huston. 
801 
East 
Thirteenth 
street and arrested Newberry . 
At police headq uarters the elder 
Newberry w'as searched and on his 
person w'as found $6 6 and some 
odd change. 
$6 5 
was 
in 
paper 
money , two-$20, one-$10, two-$5 and 
five-$l bills, all folded and placed 
in a small pocket beneath his wrist 
watch strap. 
None of the bills found on New­ 
berry gave evidence that they had 
been tampered with. 
The arrests grew out of an in­ 
vestigation being made by the se­ 
cret service department in connec- 
ton with the passtng of “ split” bills. 
According to information received 
by the local banks and merchants 
several 
of such 
bills 
have 
been 
passed 
in 
Sedalia. 
Every one re­ 
ceiving a $10 bill is w'arned to be 
on the lookout for such bills. 
Three such bills are reported to 
have 
been 
passed 
to 
a carnival 
company which recently appeared 
in Sedalia. 
The company had gone 
to Marshall and w'hen the money 
was taken to a Marshall bank it 
was learned they were “split” bills. 
It was said by the depositer that 
the money had been taken in at Se­ 
dalia. 
The method, according to bank 
clerks, is to divide a $10 bill and a 
half of 
the 
$10 
bill 
to 
a 
half 
$2 bill in halves. By pasting one- 
half of the $10 bill to a half of 
the $2 bill, the same thickness is 
found. 
If the passer 
is 
clever 
enough to pass both bills w'ith the 
$10 side up his transaction nets 
him eight dollars profit. 
Such 
tampering 
with 
United 
States money is unlawful and the 
guilty party , if caught, faces a fed­ 
eral charge. 
An agent of the United States se­ 
cret service department arrived in 
Sedali?. this afternoon and took in 
custody Albert M. Newberry , who 
W’as being held by the Sedalia police 
for the government officers. 
Newberry w'as arraigned 
before 
United States Commissioner E. H. 
Weinrich this afternoon and formal 
charges of “splitting a $2 bill and 
raising tw’o $10 and attempting to 
pass these bills for $20 bills” w’ere 
filed against him. 
He W’a s committed to the county 
jail to aw'ait a preliminary hearing 
to be held 
before 
Commissioner 
Weinrich Monday morning. 
The 
y ounger 
Newberry 
Is still 
being held in the Cooper county 
jail 
as a suspect. 
No 
definite 
charges have been filed against him 
thus far.

W’ASHINGTON, June 19 .—The re­ 
port of the senate lobby committee 
on its ex amination of Bishop Jas. 
Cannon, Jr., was submitted to the 
senate today 
by 
Chairman 
Cara- 
w'ay . 
It consisted of 
a transcript of 
the Bishop’s 
ex amination 
which 
showed he refused to answer q ues­ 
tions about his 19 28 antl-Smlth ac­ 
tivities. The committee agreed not 
to compel the Southern Methodist 
churchman to answer. 
Senator Blaine, republican, Wis­ 
consin, has contended that when 
the report was presented to the 
senate, Vice President Curtis was 
req uired by law to cite the bishop 
to the United States attorney for 
posible 
contempt 
proceedings. 
However, Chairman Caraway and 
at least one other committee mem­ 
ber 
have 
disagreed 
with 
Blaine 
They contended the bishop had not 
legally refused to answrer because 
the committee decided it had no au­ 
thority to q uestion Cannon about 
his political activities. 
Referring to the $6 5,300 contribut­ 
ed by E. C. Jameson, New York 
capitalist to Cannon, Caraway said 
he had no “belief at all that that 
was Jameson’s money .” 
“I think 
he 
w'as 
passing 
out 
money of the republican national 
committee in order 
to 
fight 
A1 
Smith 
on 
religious 
and 
other 
grounds,” he said. “I might be mis­ 
taken about that.” 
Caraway said Jameson and Can­ 
non had been brought together by 
C. Bascom Slemp, former secretary 
to President Coolidge. 
Vice President Curtis said off the 
llor that he would take no action 
tow’ard citing Cannon to Leo A. 
Rover, United States attorney , for 
possible contempt proceedings. He 
said there was nothing in the re­ 
port which req uired any action by 
him and that he could act only in 
response to a report from a full 
committee of the senate. The lobby 
committee is a sub-committee of the 
judiciary committee.

N an effort to curb the greatest 
peril that now threatens the 
American public—the great loss 
of life and the huge accident rate 
due to motor v ehicles—the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross has entered a new 
field of serv ice, that of emergency 
first aid on the highway . 
During 
the 
past 
y ear, 
31,000 
deaths were attributed to motor 
v ehicle accidents, 
it Is reliably 
estimated, also, that 
1,000,000 per­ 
sons were Injured in similar acci­ 
dents in the same period. 
Instruction in accident prev en­ 
tion and adoption of rules for safety 
hav e been general, but little has 
been done in the field of giv ing aid 
when the accident has happened. 
Dead and injured lie beside the 
highway , perhaps miles from doc­ 
tor and hospital, dependent upon 
the passerby ’s help. 
Prompt first aid measures—bind­ 
ing- of wounds, calling the doctor, 
transporting the patient to safe 
housing—may sav e thousands of 
the Injured who otherwise would 
ex pire. In this humanitarian plan 
of 
succoring 
the 
wounded, 
the 
American Red Cross will enlist its 
16 ,200 
Chapters 
and 
Branches 
throughout the nation. 


This Is an ex tension of the First 
Aid work, begun more than twenty 
y ears ago by the Red Cross, which 
has issued certificates to more than 
401,000 persons trained in first aid 
methods. 
First announcement that the or­ 
ganization would accept this chal­ 
lenge—a peacetime cry for help on 
” the battlefield of traffic” similar to 
the war-time cry for aid for the 
wounded which brought the Red 
Cross of the world into ex istence 
six ty -six y ears ago—was made by 
J ames L. Fieser, v ice chairman ir 
charge of domestic operations, at 
the annual conv ention in May . 
Mr. Fieser states that Chapters 
may only adopt the plan upon au­ 
thorization of national headquar­ 
ters, In order to insure required 
minimum standards. 
The plan contemplates maintain­ 
ing emergency first aid stations at 
suitable points along the highway , 
preferably where accidents hav e 
been frequent, or at junctions of 
main arteries. 
Essentials are a 
medical directory , serv ices of per­ 
sons trained in Red Cross first aid, 
a v olunteer automobile transporta­ 
tion serv ice where necessary , and 
placing of road markers, indicating 


location of the nearest station. The 
first aid stations are not a substi­ 
tute for medical care, but are in­ 
tended to meet the immediate needs 
of the injured until the phy sician 
arriv es and takes charge. 
For the past y ear, automobile trav ­ 
elers along the highway s radiating 
out of Philadelphia hav e been famil­ 
iar with Red Crors signs telling of 
the thirty -one stations located at v a­ 
rious points and maintained by the 
Southeastern 
Pennsy lv ania 
Red 
Cross Chapter. 
The Valley Forge 
First Aid Station is located at the 
park police headquarters. 
To this 
park come 
1,100,000 persons an­ 
nually . These were the pioneer ex ­ 
perimental stations, but a serv ice 
similar to that now announced by 
the Red Cross has been sponsored 
by the German, French and Belgian 
Red Cross societies. 
The Red Cross emergency first 
aid on the highway program will be 
under the direction of H. F. Enlows, 
national director of First Aid and 
Life Sav ing Serv ice at Washington, 
D. C. Dr. William DeKleine, direc­ 
tor of the Red Cross Health and 
Medical Serv ice was chairman of 
the committee which dev eloped the 
plans.

Lapeer, Mich., last October. Laman 
said the prominent attorney w’as 
partly responsible for the mu rder 
of you ng Cr/ s.

THRIFT IN BUSINESS 


It is apparent to careful observ ers that 
the tide of popular thrift in America is 
steadily rising. 
This is shown by constant 
gain in sav ings bank deposits. Less money 
is being spent on needless ex trav agances; 
less ex pensiv e forms of lux ury are gain­ 
ing popularity ; greater labor efficiency 
has dev eloped; a more cautious and con­ 
serv ativ e attitude is being shown in mat­ 
ters of inv estment. 
S. W. Straus, president American Socie­ 
ty for Thrift, say s: 
“ The blue sky promoter and the get- 
rich-quick ty pe of financier are not hav ­ 
ing it as easy now as during the last four 
or fiv e y ears. 
There is a growing ten­ 
dency to eliminate all forms of waste. 
People generally are striv ing to make ev ­ 
ery dollar go as far as possible and 
utilize ev ery day to the best adv antage. 
“ There is, of course, nothing unusual in 
these manifestations. 
During periods of 
depressed 
business 
and 
unemploy ment 
there has alway s been an increase in 
thrift. 
To a great degree it represents 
necessary economies. 
To some ex tent it 
is psy chological. 
“ It is indeed an eloquent tribute to the 
v alue of thrift as a means of bringing 
about economic readjustments. 
As popu­ 
lar sav ings grow and as day by day eco- 
nominees and personal efficiency became 
more w’idespread, fhere will gradually de­ 
v elop an era of increasing prosperity . 
“ i'undamentally prosperous conditions 
can only ex ist on the solid foundation of 
popular thrift. 
Inflation, unsound activ i­ 
ties, popular ov er-spending and ov er-ex ­ 
tended credit may bring the semblance of 
prosperity at times but these conditions 
cannot last and must inev itably be follow­ 
ed by a cy cle of deflation and a let-down 
in business. 
“ In the laudible 
efforts 
continually 
being made to bring business and indus­ 
trial activ ities to permanent normal lev els, 
eliminating booms and depressions alike, 
it should be borne in mind that there can 
be no greater stabilizing influence than 
widespread thrift by the people. 
“ Fix ed and prudent habits of sav ing, 
spending and inv esting by the masses of 
the people w^ould do-more to insure con­ 
tinued good times than any other influ­ 
ence that could be brought to bear.

SILVER, ZINC AND COPPER 
Kioni Joplin Globe. 
Silv er producers hav e been hav ing their 
troubles with 
low 
prices 
and Senator 
Oddie of Nev ada, a great silv er produc­ 
ing state, recently receiv ed a communica­ 
tion from Secretary of Commerce Robert 
P. Lamont in w’hich it was suggested that 
silv er will continue in the dumps so long 
as there is “ relativ e prosperity ” with the 
other base metals. 
In elaborating this theory , Secretary La­ 
ment said he felt it will alw’ay s be im­ 
practical to control the price of silv er 
through the low^ering of production, be­ 
cause so much silv er is a by -product, ob­ 
tained in the mining of copper, lead or 
zinc. 
This sounds odd locally because zinc 
producers hav e long bew^ailed the fact 
that the production of silv er and copper 
in the big w*estern mines has brought in a 
heav y production of zinc as a by -product. 
Ev en the copper producers hav e w^ailed 
a little for a similar reason. 
Apparently 
the copper, silv er, lead and zinc producers 
will all be better off if they w’ould get to­ 
gether and reduce production. 
Silv er prices hav e fallen primarily be­ 
cause sev eral Oriental countries hav e re­ 
cently gone on a gold standard, and the 
white metal is not needed so much fur 
''oinage. 
The use of the metal in the 
'.its has not fallen off. but new uses will 


hav e to be found if ))rices are to be sus­ 
tained. 
Perhaps in a few y ears w*e wdll 
be hav ing automobiles with silv er trim­ 
mings.

OUR SHRINKING CONTINENT 
From St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
When v enturesome trav elers first began 
crossing the broad American continent on 
any sort of schedule, in the early ’50s, 
their time table called for three day s on 
a puffing, jolty train, plus 21 day s on a 
stage coach, 
w'ith 
much 
whipping of 
horses and changing of driv ers. Ten y ears 
later, w^hen the pony ex press began carry ­ 
ing mail ov er the wide prairies, the time 
was reduced to 12 1-2 day s; tw'o and a 
half day s, by rail and 10 day s by horse­ 
power. 
In 18 76 a special train used the 
compartiv ely new^ rail link betw'een west 
and east to set the transcontinental record 
at 100 hours. 
By 19 30 train schedules 
had reduced the time between coasts to 
8 3 hours. 
Meanw'hile av iation had arriv ed on the 
scene to take up the shrinking process. 
The first transcontinental air trip, by 
Galbraith P. Rodgers, in 19 11, w'as made 
in a series of hops betw’een September 17 
and Nov ember 5, far longer than the old 
stage coach’s schedule. 
When the plane 
had been perfected to a stage making 
nonstop coast-to-coast fly ing possible, the 
country w'as stunned to learn that its 
magnificent breadth of 2,700 miles had 
been spanned in 26 hours, 50 minutes by 
Lieutenants Kelly and Macready . 
That 
w^as in 19 23. 
Frank Hawks reduced the 
time to 17 hours, 43 minutes last y ear, 
and a few' weeks ago Colonel Lindbergh 
cut three hours and 20 minutes from that 
mark.

A lady is interested in whether 
it is necessary to pinch Dahlias. 
If y ou have y our Dahlias supported 
with a stake, y ou will find it very 
helpful to take the side buds off, 
if y ou want long st^^mmed fancy 
dahlias. There seems to be no spe­ 
cial need of pinching all the buds 
out, and the “disbudding” (taking 
the side shoots and buds off) leav­ 
ing a central stalk with one flower 
undoubtedly increases the qi^lity 
of that flower. 
If y ou are going 
to disbud, remove the buds just as 
soon as y ou see them. This throws 
all of the energy into the one 
terminal bud.
